Summary of ews from the far Last. 


_— 
JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA, 


The latest ‘advices from Yokohama are still those of 15th 
February, brought by the last French mail. We have therefore 
no news to record, but the Japan Herald has the following 
interesting remarks on the lately announced death of the 
Mikado :-— 

“‘Scarcely has Japan had time to cast off her mourning for 
the death of the late youthful Shiogoon—Minamoto Iyemochiko 
—when she has been called upon to don her deepest weeds to 
mourn the death of her venerated sovereign—the Mikado whose 
reigning name was Kingo Koo Thei. He died on the 3rd 
instant at Kioto in the thirty-seventh year of his age and the 
25th of his reign. He leaves a son sixteen or seventeen years 
old, who in all probability will succeed to the throne. 

“Physically powerless and passive as the occupants of the 
sacred throne have long been, still they have maintained their 
great moral sway over the nation, and the mass of the people 
regard the Mikado with superstitious veneration. The death 
which we announce would, therefore, in any case deeply affect 
the nation ; but in this instance we hear that the death of the 
Mikado is held to be peculiarly deplorable and unfortunate, inas- 
much as that he died of smallpox—a disease, which, although 
quite common to the country since the time of the first Mi- 
kado, Jingmoo Ten-o, who reigned 2,563 years ago, has never 
been known to attack the sacred person of a Mikado until now. 

‘¢ All nations have their superstitions, and we shall not find 
fault with the Japanese for having a superstitious regard for 
their ancieut institutions. They have for thousands of years 
believed their Mikados to be of heavonly descent, and to be so 
hedged by divinity as to be entirely beyond the reach of most 
human misfortunes. This seems to be the popular belief, and 
it has served to preserve the Mikados a powerful influence over 
the minds of the people, of which the Shiogoons have never 
been able to deprive them. Even the eighteen independent 
princes called Kokushiu Daimios yield respectful obedience to 
the wishes of the Mikado, when they would treat those of the 
Shiogoon with uttercontempt. It is not surprising, therefore, 
that many simple people now shake their heads, and give one 
to understand that since the Mikado’s divinity has departed 
and left him a prey to smallpox like any ordinary mortal, there 
is no telling what dreadful calamities may befall the country. 

‘‘Some intelligent people, however, whose notions have been 
modified by intercourse with foreigners, readily admit that 
Kingo Koo Thei was a man of very mediocre character. They 
represent him as avaricious jand time-serving; a man who 
greedily accepted all he could get from all parties, and who had 
not sufficient force of character to identify himself thoroughly 
with any party. Many believe that the late Mikado was guilty 
of great duplicity in the wretched Chosiu feud. He had not 
ability or force of character enough to distinguish himself in 
any way ; and on the whole, judging by the opinions of intelli- 
gent men who have moved about the country a good deal, it 
would appear that Kingo Koo Thei was a very ordinary mortal, 
who would readily lend his influence in any quarter from which 
he could derive immediate benefit for, himself or his needy 
courtiers, 
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“ The usual period of mourning for the dcath of a Mikado 
is now fifty days ; at the end of which time the ceremonies ap- 
pertaining to the accession of a successor are proceeded with, 
and they generally occupy thirty days, In the meantime no 
governmental or other business of the country, requiring a 
reference to the Court of the Mikado, ean be transacted. The 
visit of the foreign representatives to Qsaka is postponed until 
the expiration of the mourning, whigh, however, will not be 
allowed to interfere with the visit of the Bhiogoon’s brother to 

rope.” 

The comment of the Japan Fumes on the above is as fol- 
lows :-—“ Our contemporary, the Herald, has killed the Mikado 
with an attack of smallpox. The rumour is disbelieved by 
the natives. Smallpox, however, we regret to say, is very pre- 
valent in Yokohama at this moment, and the Japanese state 
that in the native cases, it is unusually fata.” 

The brother of the Shiogoon Stotsbashi, Pringe Mimbotayou, 
proceeded to France by the last Messageries mail, He is a 
ge intelligent looking youth, of about sixteen years of age. 

is Highness, who will be the Japanese representative at the 
Paris Exhibition, intends to remain for three or four years in 
France, there to finish (or rather begin and complete) his edu- 
cation. Stotsbashi, his elder brother, has been the prime 
mover of this undertaking, and every requisite for assisting its 
accomplishment has been provided for. He is accompanied by 
@ numerous staff, and a competent interpreter, who is, we 
believe, an accomplished lingnist. Nominally, the young 
Prince is custodian and curator of the Japanese contributions 
forwarded for display gt the forthcoming Exhibition ; at which 
yniversal fair, doubtless, he will learn a few things not gene- 
rally known in this country, and gain an impression of Western 
influence and power not altogether without its effect upon 
foreign relations with Japan. 


CHINA. 
TIENTSIN, 

From this port we have advices by the Russjan postal service 
to the 21st January—seventy-six days en route, Our corres- 
pondent says:—‘“ Winter has set in. We have five vessels 
now prisoners at Tientsin. There are some three or foyr more 
on the way down the river, and it is doybtful if they will get 
out. All quiet here. The Rev. Mr. Alexander Williamson, of 
Chefoo, and the Rev. Jonathan Lee, of Tientsin, have just 
_ Feturned from a lengthened ‘tour in Chile, Shansi, Shenso, and 
Honan, bringing with them fine specimens of coal and iron 
from Shansi, and other mineral stones. The rebels were at 
Shantung and Honan, destroying—except young men, whom 
they caused to join them—every living’creature, and breaking all 
the fruit trees—dquite desolating the country through which 
they passed. They were travelling from Tse Naifoo to 
Honan-fu, but were likely to be surrounded by the Imperial

From this port we have no later date than that brought by 
the last French mail, namely, to the 23rd February. The local 
papers now received, however, supply a few additional scraps 
of intelligence. . 

Politically there are but two items; the first being that, 
according to the Shanghai Daily News, Tsen-kwo-fan’s objection 
te return to Nanking has at length been overruled, and that he 
bas consented to resume the viceroyalty of the two Kiangs, 
protesting only against being also burdened with the Commis- 
fionership of Foreign Affairs, The duties appertaining to that 
office are accordingly to be entrusted to Li’s intimate friend 
and protege Ting, whilome Taotai of Shanghai. 

A report has reached the Recorder that General Les, who re- 
cently passed through Shanghai and stated that he was about 
&© join the Imperialist forces near Hankow, has gone over to 
the rebels. His troops it seems became mutinous, and in 
order to make an example he decapitated one of them, and as 
Sbis caused further disturbance, and we understand a reprimand 
from his superior officers, the General cut the matter short by 
joining}the Nienfei. This is as much of the story as has come 
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to our knowledge. It is not improbable, should it turn out to 
be true, that a portion of General Lee’s troops has accompanied 
him. This is the old story with regard to the Imperial forces, 
who scem quite as much a source of trouble as of assistance to 
the Government. 

The Shanghai Steam Navigation Company held a meeting. 
Despite the loss of the //uquang, the pure of steamers and 
wharf, expenses of repairs, &c., the directors declared a dividend 
of 8 per cent., there being a nct profit of taels 148,113.96 on 
the transactions of the year. 

Mr. Seward, the late U.S. Consul-General, received a very 
gratifying letter from the American residents at that port on 
his leaving for home. 

The native Chinese are beginning to avail themselves pretty 
extensively of foreign steamers. In connection with this sub- 
ject, we hear that the steamer 74 Jung hga been chartered by 
the Salt Guild to take the place of the Cricket in protecting the 
junks. The sum to be paid monthly is 940 taels, The Recorder 
understands that Messrs. Russell and Co. are expecting a 
steamer called the J. 2. Jngersol from San Francisco. She is 
intended to be placed on the Tientsin and northern line at the 
opening of the season. Sho is, we understand, a paddle boat, 
somewhat similar to the Kiangse. The Chinese gunboat Paow 
Shun, Captain Hoare, left Chinhai on the 15th February last 
for a cruise among the islands, aud while off the Sieshans came 
up with a piratical junk, and discharged several guns at her, 
she running close in shore and escaping. The next day, while 
off the Volcanoes, she encountered two othera, and after a 
pretty smart brush they also ran in shore, landed, and began 
returning the fire with small arms. 

During her voyage from Ningpo on the night of the 20th 
February, the Szechuen came into violent collision with the 
steamer Express within a few miles of the Ruggeds. The latter 
was cut down to the water’s edge, and her fore compartment 
immediately filled. A cry was raised that she was sinking, and 
the Szechuen was requested to stay by her and prepare to 
receive her 300 Chinese passengers. Boats were lowered 
to effect this, but owing to the high sea it was con- 
sidered that the transhipping would be attended with 
serious risk as each passenger showed so great disinclina- 
tion to be parted from his baggage that it would have been 
necessary to use force to have got them into the boats without 
their boxes. The two captains accordingly decided to rnn for 
Pirates’ Bay, where the Eapress could be beached. This was 
safely accomplished ; and at daylight the next morning the tran- 
shipment of the passcngers‘and baggage to the Szechuen was com- 
menced, and, by the aid of some fishing boats, was completed at 
noon without an accident. The Ningpo letter box was for- 
warded by a native craft, in which also the only European pas- 
senger for Ningpo went on. When the Sxchuen left, attempts 
were being made to repair the Express, and Captain Whitelaw 
expected to be ready to return in two days. The Szchuen was 
slightly damaged in the stem only. 

Advices from Nanking report that Li Footai’s brother has 
gone from that place to Nanking for the purpose of making new 
arrangements for conducting the campaign against the Nienfei 
and Mahommedan rebels. Captain Soame’s forceof four hundred 
men, with thirty guns and mortars, have also moved up the 
river, and Captain Doyle will proceed to join Li Footai in the 
North. 

From the extreme north of China nothing of importance 
has cometo hand. Jiven the operations to be undertaken by 
the French in the spring against Korea have ceased to be dis- 
cussed and Peking is (as usual) absolutely dumb, 

HANKOW. 

From Hankow we have of course “ rebel” news, though not 
of a very important or exciting nature. The Hankow Times of 
February 2 says :— There is but little news of the Nienfei 
during the past week. They are said to be within the limits 
of the district of Hiao-kan on the north, but not inside the 
city. The proximity of this place to Hankow, it being only 
some 100 le distant, would drive the Chinese here into the 
utmost consternation; but the Nienfei have been so roughly 
handled during this campaign, having been beaten with 
a loss of eight hundred men at Kewkow by Tan «ight 
days ago, that their spirit is said to be quite broken. 
Their funds too are at as low an ebb as those of the world in 
general, and their only desire appears now to be a safe return 
to their dens. They were on the retreat when they were en- 
countered by Tan at Kewkow. ‘Turning back from him they 
were met by two other leaders of the braves, who gave them 
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battle, but with no particular success. The Nienfei, however, 
thought it better to secure a retreat to the north of Hiao-kan, 
whence to Honan the road is more open. The New Year 
festivities, which no Chinaman thinks of omitting, have much 
to do with their present movements; and the provincial go- 
yernment, which at first declared its intention of never letting 
thease robbers escape alive out of its limits, has thought better 
to modify its line of action, and allow them to gq if they 
wil.’ 
FOQCHOW, 

From Foochow a “growl” comes respecting naval arrange. 
ments in the following extract from tha Foachow Advertisar :—+ 
“‘ Wo have at the present time in Foochow so gross and flagrant 
an jnstance of the successful pursuit of the art af ‘ How not to 
do jt,’ that it would be a pity to pass itby, For a long period 
the Foochow station, which includes the port and settlement of 
Foachow, and also the Formosan ports of Tamsui and Keelung, 
has been entrusted to tho charge of a single gunboat. HM.S. 
Joarus is clearly neither useful nor ornamental to Foochow. 
Her tonnage is 580 with a armament of one ]00-pounder 
smooth-bore, two 40-pounder Armstrongs ; horse-power, 150 ; 
eomplement of men, 130; and she draws 14 feet of waten, 
which most effectually prevents her coming up to Foachow, or 
from grossing the bar tq reach the Formosan portion of her 
station.” 

HONG KONG, 

Dates fram this port are to the lst March—three days later 
than brought hy the Freuch mail delivered an the 5th instant. 
No later adyices had been received from England in the interim. 
The following items are from the Overland Trade Report :— 

Immediately after the last mail departed the managers of 
the Pacific Mail Steamship Company gave an entertainment to 
the community of Hong Kong at large, on board their pioneer 
steamer, the Colorado, which was then in the harbour. The 
sympathy which everyone interested in the China trade must 
pf course feel with the undcrtaking on which the company is 
engaged, the establishment of a regular mail line between Hong 
Kang and Sgn Francisco, was shown by the attendance on board 
of twelve hundred persons, including of course a vast number 
of Chinese and others’ besides Europeans. ,The crowding which 
ensued and the want of appropriate arrangements detracted 
very considerably from the pleasure of the short trip, but 
people here had at any rate an opportunity of seeing the 
steamer in motion and appreciating her power gnd resources. 

During the last fortnight the races have taken place, and if 
not attended by quite as many persons as usual have, never- 
theless, been remarkably interesting from a racing point of 
view. To notice them amongst the events of the past fortnight 
in a commercial periodical night seem strange if it were not for 
the fact that the races in Hong Kong, during the few days they 
last, take precedence here over everything else which may be 
going forward. This is the only occasion during the year ‘on 
which the Hong Kong community abandons itself entirely to 
amusement, but certainly, on this occasion, the thing is done 
eompletely. The mercantile houses are closed aftur an early 
hour in the morning, the banks, if kept open, are merely so 
nominally, and left in the charge of one or two clerks, the daily 
_ paper appears shrunk to a quarter of its usual size, and 
with little but shipping intelligence, advertisements, and 
a record of the previous day’s racing. All Hong Kong goes 
down to the course at one o’clock and remains there till dark, 
entertained at tiffin in the liberally appointed tents put up on 
the ground by the chief mercantile firms. This year the race 
for the Challenge Cup, the principal event of the meeting, lay 
betwoen Exeter, his stable companion Pathfinder, Sir William, 
and Haddington. Exeter was the winner of last year, and by 
the terms of the race, if he or any other horse belonging to the 
same owner should win this year, the cup would become the 
property of that gentleman. Exeter being a Shanghai horse, 
@ good deal of anxiety was felt in Hong Kong for the result, 
and the victory either of Sir William or Haddington would 
have been greeted with a great deal of satisfaction. On the 
day of the race, the owner of Exeter declared to win if he could 
. on Pathfinder his second horse, and he very nearly succeeded in 
-- accomplishing this. Sir William, unfortunately for thc Hong Kong 
partisans, came on to the course suffering from some temporary 
ailment in his hind legs. Heran in the most splendid manner 
during the first round, as also did Haddington, but the pace and 
distance was too much for the old horses. Exeter drew ahead 
when within half a mile of the winning post, and retained his 
head till the last. In coming up the steaight, his rider saw that 
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Pathfinder also had “ collared ” Sir William, and tried hard to 
pull up; but he did not begin pulling soon enough, and could 
not check Exeter’s speed sufficiently to let Pathfinder pass him, 
though this was so nearly managed that the race was cnly won 
by Exeter by a head. The pony,racing of the meeting was 
exceedingly good, and all the chief pony races closely contested. 
Unfortunately the weather during all three days was the re- 
verse of what could have been wished—cold, wet, and depress- 
ing. On the two first days pelting showers came on in the 
middle of the afternoon{serioualy interfering with the pleasure 
of the spectators. 

A somowhat amusing incident has transpired near Canton. 
An officer of the Imperial Customs was detached with some 
tidewaiters and Chinese to intercept some smuggled opium ata 
certain point on the river. Instead of capturing the opium, 
however, the whole party were captured by the villagers, and 
kept as prisoners for two days until rescued by a party sent in 
the Cumfaspecially chartered for the purpose. Thus the shearers 
came home shorn. It would be as well we should imagine to 
send a somewhat stronger force when it again becomes necessary 
to deal with the truculent natives of the seaboard of the prevince. 

As the captain of a vessel in the harbour was passing the P. 
and O. office about six P.M. on the 27th Feb., he was suddenly 
struck on the head by a Chinaman with a large stone and 
thrown to the ground insensible. He remained in this state 
for some little time,!being picked up by two Europeans passing 
at the time and carried into a Chinese shop close at hand. 
For some hou rs he was unable to do anything, considerable 
bleeding from the internal part of the ear continuing for some 
time. The only thing stolen from him was his umbrella, 
the thief being probably disturbec by the approach of the 
Europeans above referred to. The scoundrel has not yet been 
identified. 

We learn that the authorities at Swatow have seized a gargo 
boat, in the hold of which four-and-twenty coolies were found 
confined, who had been kidnapped from that district. A dis- 
graceful system of kidnapping has been going on ip and around 
Swatow for some time back ; and it i# to bé'ho that this 
may prove a check on the movements of the qoalie agants go 
engaged. 

The “ Iuternational Match” of the Hong Kong Rifle Asaqaia- 
tion, between six a-side of England, Ireland, and Sootland, cqn- 
cluded in favour of the “Sons of the Emerald Isle,” but only by 
a small majority. Seven shots each at 200 and 400 yands, 
with any rifle carrying Government ammunition, ,the firat dis- 
tance standing and the latter in any position, wpre the condi- 
tions agreed on by the respective captains. The shooting on 
the whole was good, and contrasts very favourably with home 
meetings, while Messrs. Harris and Phelan for Ireland, Dr. 
Hensman for England, and Messrs, Kerr and Urquhart, for the 
“ Land o’Cakes,” worked as hard for their respective countries 
as might reasonably be expected. 


The Hong Kong Fire Insurance Company held a first erdi- 
nary meeting of shareholders at the offices of the company in 
Queen’s-road on Saturday, Feb. 16. The financial statement 
submitted showed a nett profit, after deducting losses and 
charges, of 353,431.93 up to &lst December, 1866. The re- 
port stated :—‘“ Since the date of these accounts a sum of 
$50,000 has been transferred from current account to deposit 
account with the Hong Kong and Shanghai Banking Oorpera- 
tion to bear interest at the rate of 7 per cent. per annum. 
Three more shares were allotted in January, and the capital 
account with the Hong Kong and Shanghai Banking Corpora- 
tion now stands at $73,500. The premiums collected in Hong 
Kong alone during the past month amount to $4,828.56.”

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
SINGAPORE. 

From Singapore we have advices to the 8th of March—two 
days later’ The outward mail of the 28th of January was 
delivered on the 2nd of March. ‘The following items are from 
the Straits Tunes :— 

General Cavenagh, who has been Governor of the Settlements 
from 1859 to the present time, and will be the last of our 
Indian rulers, leaves this in a week henoe, and the residents 
have determined before his departure to mark their sense of 
his conscientious discharge of duty. A public dinner will be 
given to him on the 12th of March, at the Hall, which will be 
very numerously attended; and it has further been resolved, 
as a mark of esteem which, it is understood, has his Honour’s 
approval, that his portrait be obtained at the public cost, and 
be hung up in the Townhall beside those of Sir Stamford 
Raffles, the founder of the Settlements, and General Butterworth, 
the only other Governor who has been similarly honoured. 

Sir Benson Maxwell, the Recorder, returned from his circuit 
to Malacca on the 7th, and will open the next criminal session 
on the 15th March, a fortnight sooner than usual, so as to 
dispose both of the criminal and civil business before his de- 
parture for Europe by the first mail in April. Sir W. Hackett, 
the new Recorder at Penang, will officiate at Singapore during 
his absence. One case that will occupy the civil side of the 
Court, is that of the collision of the steamer Agamemnon, one 
of the new Ocean liners, and the steamer Mona belonging to 
the Labuan Company. The two steamers met about twelve 
miles from Singapore harbour—the Agamemnon proceeding to 
China, the Mona on her return from Manila,—and the former 
struck the latter on the starboard quarter, cutting her down to 
the water’s edge, and leaving her own stem in the gap. Both 
vessels were enabled to reach harbour in safety, and are now in 
course of repair. It is impossible to say yet where the blame 
lies, actions have been brought on either side. The Agamemnon 
is by far the most severely injured.

_ The usual annual suspension of business during an entire 

week in honour of the Hong Kong Races has just come to an 
end, and it cannot be said that the result of these time-honoured 
Saturnalia has done anything to cheer up the colony after its 
. reoent run of ill-luck. On the contrary, throughout the three 
. days of the races, nothing but misfortune attended the colonial 
horses. Sir William, Jardine, Matheson. and Co.,’s crack racer, 
lamed himself, and was shot, entailing a dead loss almost 
as serious as the decline of sixpence per pound on 
the value of a “chop” of tea; Oregon John, a wretched 
Yankee hack, won a leading race by a bit of congenial 
“dodging ;” and, worst of all, Exeter, a well-known racer be- 
longing to a professional coterie from Shanghai, after winning 
four or five cups in succession, carried off the magnificent 
Challenge Cup, which by almost prescriptive right should have 
graced the sideboard of either Mesars. Dent and Co., or the 
_ Tival house at East Point. The weather, gloomy, wet, and 
chilly, was worthy of ’such doleful events as these; and Hong 
Kong has some reason for saying that the “run of luck is 
againgt us.” In commercial misfortune there is, at the same 
time, a lull, succeeding the complete stoppage of transactions 
during the Chinese New Year period; but the expectations 
formed with respect to probable difficulties on the arrival of 
the 28th January mail from England, which is expected to 
bring public advices of ‘bills returned,” are gloomy enough. 

Another of the Bourbon Princes—the Duc de Penthiévre, 
son of Prince de Joinville, has passed through the colony 
lately, on bis way to Japan, whence he proceeds to San 
Francisco. His Royal Highness is last from Australia, via 
Siam. Travel appears to be the only occupation to which 
these “banished dukes” can settle down. 

Admiral King arrived last week from Japan in his flagship 
thé Princess Royal, but as the vessel had nearly sixty cases 
of smallpox on board (chiefly mild, however), she has been 
put in strict quarantine. The Admiral will soon proceed to the 
Straits, and there await the arrival of his successor. Roving 
- Commissions appear to be the order of the day. An agent of 
the General Post-office, Mr. Rae, has recently arrived here from 
London for the purpose of inspecting the various post-office 
agencies in China and Japan, and has just set out on a tour of 
inspection in company with the colonial Postmaster-General. 
The branch agencies at the ports, with the exception of 
Shanghai, are conducted by junior officers of the British Con- 
sulates, as the small allowance made for the service is not suffi- 
cient to compensate an independent agent for undertaking the 
work ; but at some ports no agency of any kind is established, 
and mails arrive and depart in a sort of providential or happy- 
go-lucky manner. The action of the Hong Kong Post-office is 
to some extent embarrassed by the establishment of no less 
than two rival offices at Shanghai, one calied the Local Post- 
office, established under the superintendence of the Municipal 
Council, and very inefficiently conducted, and the other a mag- 
nifioently despotic concern entitled Postes Imperiales, which used 
(a few years ago at least) to be a perfectly insatiable monster in 
the way of devouring letters entrusted to its care. The omis- 
sion of any postal clause in the treaty of 1858 has prevented 
the British Post-office from exercising legal functions on 
Chinese soil, and hence much confusion which can now scarcely 
be remedied. 

An amusing instance of Yankee administrative ways was in- 
stanced on the recent arrival here of the Colorado, the pioneer 
of the trans-Pacific line from San Francisco to Hong Kong. As 
a “mail steamer,” she of course brought a mail for delivery, 
but as no steps whatever had been taken by the Washington 
Post-office to negotiate a convention with St. Martin’s-le-Grand 
on the subject, the colonial post-office could of course only treat 
letters so arriving as ordinary “ ship letters,” and similarly could 
make up no regular mail for despatch on the return voyage. 
The “ mail agent ” of the steamer, who had received his ap- 
pointment as a reward for military services, confessed to having 
no idea of what he was expected to do in discharge of his duty,

Metals havealso been more 
noticed, as will be seen by sales and quotations. Lead is firmer, probably 
owing to tolerably large sales in Canton. None are reported in Hong Kong. 
Coals. —Hong Kong: There are no arrivals of English or Welsh coal to 
report, and they remain firm at last quotations. Of Australian 478 tons 
have been sold at $8.75 from ship’s side.

MareiacE or Mr. Rosert JARDINE, M.P.—The marriage of Mr. 
Robert Jardine, of Castlemilk, with Miss Seaton Buchanan, whieh took 
place at Leny, on the 4th instant, has been made the occasion of greaf 
rejoicing among his numerous tenantry, and the account of the festivities 
fills some half-a-dozen columns in the local paper. The thriving 
little town of Lockerbie—which from its proximity to the estates of 
Castlemilk and Corrie was selected as the principal rallying point of 
the festivities—wore the stirring and animated appearance of high holiday, 
and owing to the well-merited popularity of the Jardine family throughout 
the district, all classes appeared to take an interest in the various demon= 
strations of the day. In theese the Lockerbie Rifle Volanteers, of which 
Mr. Jardine is captain, took a leading part. In the afternoon the Volun- 
teers dined together in the Crown Inn, and wound up the festivities by a 
grand ball in the new Town-hall, which was a gteat success. Shortly after’ 
five o'clock a large part of the tenantry on the estates of Castlemilk and 
Corrie and other gentlemen dined together in the Blue Bell Inn in honour 
of the auspicious event. The rejoicings at Castlemilk and in that neigh- 
bourhood were of the most enthusiastic description, and carried out on # 
scale of imposing magnitude. A party of 200, composed of servants, work= 
men on the estate, and tradesmen at the new mansion, sat down to din 
in alarge tent at half-past one o'clock in the old stable yard. 
procession was forrhed ftom the new garden to the place, dnd there was & 
most lavish display of banners and devices. A ball was given in the evens 
ing to the people on the estate, at which the workmen’s wives werd 
present. The tenantry on Mr. Jardine's estate of Casttemains and other 
gentlemen dined together in the Crown Hotel, Lochmaben, to the number 
of fifty. The Plymouth Mercury gives a account of the rejoicings at Asli- 
burton, which is represented by Mr. Jardine in Parliament. As Mr. 
Jardine has since his connection with Ashburton made himself vety 
popular, the rejoicings were of a most general and heariy character. Me, 


Jardine has bought between £20,000 and £30,000 worth of property in the 


neighbourhood, and is, with Lord Churston, the joint lord of the manof, 
He has also brought the water into the town, so that there ie scarcely & 
house without a supply. The most gratifying feature in the rejoicings 
was the distribution of $105 in various sums to the poor, the gift of Mrz 
Jardine. 

Tue Mont Ctnis Tunnet.—The Journal de Savoie gives some inter-. 
esting particulars concerning the present state of the works in the tunnel of 
Mont Cenis :—* The excavations had been for the last two years delayed 
on the French slope by a vein of quartz, which did not admit of an ed- 
vance of more than from two to two anda half feeta day. That layer has 
now been got through, and one of much softer stone having succeeded, 
the perforating machines are able to accomplish double that distance each 
day. Inashort time, when certain imptovements shall have been effected 
in the machinery, from six to seven feet will be perforated every twenty~ 
fonr hours. After the section now worked’ a portion of schist, equally 
friable, will be entered on, and this has already been reached on the Italian 
side. The united progress will then amount to a total of thirteen feet pet 
diem, and in four years the tunnel will be completed. In the meantidiey 
the English company of Mr. Fell is actively pursuing for the State the 
restoration of the Imperial road between St. Michel and Modane, which 
was carried off on several points, as may be remembered, by an inundation 
of the Arc in autumn last. More than 1,500 men are employed on that 
work. The same firm is also proceeding with the railway over Most 
Cenis, which it hopes to be able to open for traffic before the end of tee 
present year.” The Jurasays some English engineers have been durio 
the past winter studying the pass over Mount St. Gothard, with a view at 
establishing a railway across it. According to theif teport the line co 
be completed in five years: it would be 400 metres above the level of the 
one first projected, and would cost five millions less. The longest tuameb 
would be six kilometres ($ of a mile each). These gentlemen w 
an out by Mr. Fowler, the engineer of the Metropolitan Railway o 

ndon. 

Tue Russian Postar Service To Cuina.—In a recent letter of cut 
Hamburg correspondent (see issue of 15th March) allusion was made te 
a reduction in the rate of postage on printed matter sent to China vie 
Russia. Having applied to the General Post-office for information on the 
subject, we have received the following reply :—‘“ Sir,— With reference to 
your letter of the 12th and to my reply dated the 18th ult., [am tow 
directed by the Postmaster-General to acquaint you that a letter bas beam 
received from the Prussian Post-office replying to the inquiry made by thls 
department in regard to the transmission of printed papers to China ma — 
Russia. From this reply it appears that although newspapers and othe? 
printed papers can be sent from Russia to China at reduced rates of postagé, 
the stringent regulations under which alone such articles can be sent t& 
Russia from England effectually prevent newspapers and printed paper 
being forwarded from this country to China via Russia.—I am, Sir, your 
obedient servant, F. Hii.”

TELEGRAPHIC COMMUNICATION WITH THE EAST. 
‘¢ SraLe news !” was doubtless the disgusted cry of many a reader 
of the day before yesterday’s Z'imes on coming to the tele- 
gram headed “ Cumva AnD Japan: Shanghai, Feb. 23.” And 
@ very natural expression too, albeit a little illogical, inasmuch as 
that which is stale cannot by any possibility be “news ” in the 
proper sense of the term. Our letters and papers of the above 
date were delivered just a week previously ; and yet this useless 
telegram is gravely inserted among other gems of “ Latest Intel- 
ligence” in The Times, with a degree of stupidity that would 
be laughable were it not so annoying. Does the Editor con- 
sider that his China telegrams, like port, improve with age ? 
Or does he regard them (by reason of their extreme rarity) as 
pearls of great price, that must not be lost to the world for any 
vulgar considerations of mere utility? Even when published 
in advance of the mail they are sometimes so vague and unin- 
telligible as to be almost valueless, but when, as in many recent 
instances they are hopelessly behind-hand, it is surely a work 
of supererogation to print them at all. The skilful “ summa- 
rising ’’ of news is almost worthy of being} classed among the 
fine arts. Some favoured individuals have the gift of being able 
to oonvey a lucid exposition of any given series of facts in a 
few terse, well-constructed sentences ; but the large majority of 
telegram-mongers only puzzle us with strings of bald, disjointed 
phrases that are far more confusing than instructive. Their 
brevity is not the soul of wit, nor of common sense either. 
For instance, the daily précis of intelligence from New York has 
from the first been so meagre and unsatisfying that the 
general public—who do not use the Atlantic cable for private 
messages—have long since voted it a nuisance, and we fear the 
China telegrams via Galle will soon be included in the same 








ry. 

A few months ago we observed with much satisfaction a 
considerable improvement in the working of the Indian lines. 
This unfortunately was only of temporary duration, and the 
system appears of late to have fallen into a more hopeless state 
of disorganisation than ever. As far as communication with 
Ohina is concerned, this would not so much matter if the Trans- 
Mongolian line were available throughout the year; but un- 
luckily a long interruption occurred on the Indian lines before 
the other route was opened for the summer, and “curses not 
loud but deep” were heard among the China firms in conse- 
quence. The matter appears now however to have engaged the 
serious attention of Government, and a Treasury Minute just 
laid before Parliament holds out such substantial encouragement 
to companies as will doubtless hasten the construction of new 
and more efficient lines. . One link in the long chain here re- 
commended by the ‘Treasury—that from Rangoon to Singapore 
—is already being taken in hand bythe Eastern Asia Telegraph 
Company, and will we trust soon be actively commenced. With 
the warm support that will surely be accorded to this and 
kindred undertakings by those who of late have felt so keenly 
the inefficiency of the present system, there is surely no reason 
why this first project should not be speedily carried to a 
successful completion ; and other portions will follow in due 
course. The Treasury Minute above roferred to is to this 
effect .— war 

“While the Board would not consider itself justified in offering a sub- 
sidy or guarantee to any company for establishing lines of telegraphic 
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communication, they would be disposed to encourage companies willing t 
lay down lines of which the Government approve, by causing surveys to be 
made of the proposed route, and rendering assistance by Her Majesty's 
vessels in laying the cables, and also by using the good offices of the 
Government with foreign Governments upon whose territories it may be 
requisite to land cables. The Government would stipulate for priority in 
the despatch of messages, and for the power in certain contingencies of 
assuming possession of the line upon payment of proper compensation. 
The lines which the Government consider most called for are these :— 
Falmouth to Gibraltar, Gibraltar to Malta, Egypt to Aden and Kurrachee, 
Rangoon to Singapore, Singapore or Malacca, via Java, to Australia, Sin- 
gapore to Shanghai, via Hong Keng, Shanghai to Yokohama.” .

THE general ignorance which prevails with regard to the most 
important questions of Chinese history, philosophy, and arche- 
ology is a standing reproof to the literary and scientific men of 
the present day. With the exception of one or two French 
Orientalists and an equally limited number of English scholars, 
no one actually knows anything reliable which bears on the 
history of the oldest civilisation in the world. Apart from the 
attraction which a hitherto unexplored subject usually has for 
literary investigators, the study of Chinese philosophy and his- 
tory might have an important influence upon the measures 
adopted by European politicians in the Celestial Empire; for 
among all the nations of the globe it can be said of China alone, 
that her beliefs and her system of government are as hereditary 
as her throne. Such as the fathers were, such also are the 
children—neither better nor wiser, neither more refined nor 
more degraded. The theories which underlie the Chinese 
statecraft of to-day are set forth at length by Conrucrus and 
the other ancient sages ; their successors have neither added to 
the result of their investigations nor subtracted from them. 
Hence we assume the practical importance to diplomatists of 
an acquaintance with Chinese character, as influenced by the 
scholastic philosophy of the empire. But the investigations 
we have indicated would be valuable for other reasons did they 
only increase our stock of facts, and enable us to place side by 
side the written, carved, or stamped records of China’s former his- 
tory, and those of the ancient Asiatic ard European monarchies. 
English, French, and American scholars might, it would at 
first sight seem, depend upon residents in China for information 
upon all the subjects of use or interest presented to the in- 
quirec by the boundless field at the disposal of every merchant, 
man ofscience, or missionary. But such expectations if ever 
formed have been doomed to disappointment. The cares of 
the world, the hurry of business, the “ deceitfulness of riches,” 
have each had their share in keeping men’s eyes averted from 
theless immediately engrossing objects of inquiry. So long as 
money was readily obtainable, the merchants only care was to 
increase his store, the man of science (represented by a few 
physicians) had also a large stake in the material prosperity of 
the foreign communities, and had little time to devote to higher 
pursuits, and the missionary of a certain class was unable or 
unwilling to divert his attention from the solution of the diffi- 
cult problem of the conversion of the Chinese. Some two or 
three however have made valuable contributions to our stores 
of Chinese knowledge, but these scattered labourers give us in 
fact no more than gleanings when we desire a full harvest. 
Dispersed here and there in fugitive essays we occasionally find 
hints at the antiquities of the Empire, at its history, its numis-— 
matology, or its science, but we look in vain for any definite _ 
information upon these and other points of equal interest. 
When, many years ago, the China Branch of the Royal Asiatio 
Society was formed we hoped for some new lights, and were 
disappointed, We got, it is true, many translations interesting . 
in themselves ; we occasionally found interesting illustrations 
of life and manners, but no substantial increase to our know- 
ledge. In process of time the “ China Branch” established at . 
Hong Kong perished of inanition, and the “ North China Branch,”’ 
established at Shanghai, reigned in its stead. _The same thing 
happened. A few numbers of transactions were published, 
but no one of them could for-a moment compare with any 
reasonably well-digested article ‘taken at random from the 
magazine contributions of writers on Indian, Persian, or Hebrew 
subjects. It was no wonder, therefore, that the circulation: -of 
the North China Branch’s transactions was limited to Shanghai, 
and soon it in turn expired. Again, in 1864, an attempt was 
made to re-organise the society which then had almost sunk 
into oblivion ; and that attempt was and has continued to be 
successful, so far at least as the periodical production of papers 
upon various subjects goes. Unfortunately,.we have to con- 
sider quality as well as quantity when we attempt to estimate 
the success of a society by considering its publications. Tried 
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by this test we fear the contributions to the existent North 
China Branch are no better than those which in former days 
led to the successive suspensions of vitality from which the 
China representative of the Royal Asiatic Society has suffered. 
Looking upon them as magazine articles, they are unexception- 
able ; the style adopted is dignified, and occasionally elegant, 
and the facts related are, so far as they go, worth recording. 
But we want more thao mere superficial criticism ; we want to 
get at the reason of things without dilating for an unnecessary 
length of time upon facts which an unbroken series of popular 
writers have in turn recorded and enlarged upon. We there- 
fore would suggest to the members of the North China Branch 
of the Asiatic Society that they, as representing the Sinologues 
of the Western World, should do something original and add a 
contribution however small to the common stock of our informa- 
tion. As we run over the list of members we recognise several 
names already favourably known in various spheres of life, and 
amongst the remainder there are perhaps many men of ability 
whose reputation is as yet merely local. Each candidate for 
election to a learned body trusts to obtain some advantage 
from his projected connection ; he should also recollect that if 
he. be successful in obtaining admission as a member he incurs 
the responsibility of a debt due to those who look for informa- 
tion to the corporation which he has joined. The history of 
China demands early elucidation. We trust that it will gain the 
attention of some of those members of the Shanghai Society 
whose acquaintance with the language qualifies them to under- 
take the necessary investigation. 


MERCHANTS and others engaged in correspondence with China 
will be glad to learn that the hitherto stringent regulations re- 
garding insufficiently-stamped letters are now relaxed. Owing 
to strong representations recently made by ourselves and other 
interested parties, the Postmaster-General has issued an official 
notification to the effect that “ Letters for China and Japan in- 
sufficiently stamped, or wholly unstamped, will in future be 
sent to their destination, charged with the deficiency and one 
rate of postage extra as a fine.”

Memorial of James Henderson, M.D., F.R.SE., Medical Mis- 
sionary to China. London: Nisbet and Co.—This is the title 
of a neat and unpretending little volume just published, which 
contains brief notices of tho life of the late Doctor Henderson 
of Shanghai, whose name must be familiar to many of our 
readers. To those who have watched the progress of European 
relations with the Chinese, the influence of the missionaries 
and more especially of the medical missionaries, has always 
appeared to be one of the most powerful means at our disposal 
for introducing the light of Western civilisation among the 
semi-barbarians of the Celestial Empire. But more than this, 
the medical missionary possesses opportunities of conciliating 
national prejudices and of removing from the national mind 
those preconceived notions which diplomatists, merchants and 
missionaries have daily to encounter. In the work which a 
medical man does there is nothing to cavil at, inasmuch as there 
is no possibility of attributing ulterior motives to one who goes 
about doing good without fee or reward. The simplest opera- 
tions of surgery seem little short of miraculous to those who are 
left beyond the reach of cure by their own physicians ; and the 
foreign surgeon appears therefore gifted with almost supernatural 
power when he restores light to the blind, power to the para- 
lytic, and snatches from the jaws of death those who are ready 
to perish. Thus a vast influence for good, albeit a silent and 
unobtrusive influence, is exercised by those who devote them- 
selves to the cure of disease among the natives of China. The 
Memorials which have suggested these remarks tell the tale of 
what one energetic surgeon was able to accomplish within a few 
brief years. We have thereinthe story of his difficulties and 
discouragements, followed by the equally instructive recital of 
his subsequent triumphs. This little book is therefore a bona 
Jide accession to the history of foreign progress in China, and, 
as such, is well entitled to the attention of that section of the 
public which is interested in Chinese matters. The narrative 
of Dr. Henderson’s life is, however, instructive and valuable on 
more general grounds. Weare told by what extraordinary ex- 
ertions the subject of the memoir raised himself from the very 
humblest position among the Highland peasantry to one of the 
highest ranks in the medical profession. At the age of eighteen 
Mr. Henderson was ignorant of the ordinary rudiments of an 
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English education ; but before he had arrived at his twenty- 
fifth year, when he began the study of medicine, he had mastered 
all the literary and scientific courses necessary as a preliminary 
to entering the College of Surgeons. This he did in spite of the 
daily distractions of his humble situation, and of course it was 
necessary for him to practise the most rigid economy in order 
to accumulate a little fund for the prosecution of his future 
studies. For four years he devoted himself to medicine and 
surgery under the superintendence of the Edinburgh professors, 
although for the greater part of that period, if not for the whole 
of it, he was compelled to limit his personal expenditure to 
half-a-ocrown per week. We need not enter into further par- 


ticulars. The Memorials enumerate the trials and troubles of 
these early years ; but beside them is placed the rich reward 


gained after almost incalculable toil and devotion. We have no 
doubt that the volume before us will be eagerly read by many 
young men who are now discouraged by difficulties apparently 
insurmountable, but who in order to reach the goal of theic | 
ambition must follow the road trod by Henderson, while at the 
same time they are sustained by his example. The motto 
Fortiter, Fideluter, Feliciter, might be adopted for the Memorials 
as it was undoubtedly exemplified in the life of their subject. 
We have already alluded to the neatness of the book so far 
as externals go; we need only add that the person who has 
been entrusted with the arrangement and preparation of the 
various materials employed has performed the task with taste 
and judgment. : 
M. Girette, one of the directors of the Messageries Imperiales 
Company, and Commissioner for China in the Universal Exhi- 
bition, has published a work entitled La Civilisation et le Cholera. 
He describes cholera in a medical point of view, and shows how 
itis spread. He then examines the means for combating it, and 
his conclusion is that sanitary improvements must be adopted — 
in towns, and that when a visitation of it comes the people must 
not give way to foolish panic ; but that itis perfectly ugeless to 
maintain lazarettos, and to adopt measures against ships or 
persons arriving from cholera-visited countries. Not only are 
these measures, in his opinion, of no practical value, but they 
cause a serious perturbation in commerce. He adds that as it 
is not in Marseilles or Trieste, or any other seaport that the fell 
malady can be opposed, it must be attacked in the jungles of 
Asis, in which it arises. ‘‘Some persons,” he says in his pre- 


face, and these lines sum up his book, “ are of opinion that we 


can be guaranteed against cholera by restrictions on commerce. 
But I firmly believe that the development of communications, 


the progress of industry and of trade; in a word, civilisation 


carrying salubrity into healthy regions, are the surest means of 


combating cholera. It was in Egypt that European labour van- 
quished the plague !” Tho book of M. Girette displays consider- 
able ability, and is well worth the attention not only of medical 
men and sanitary reformers, but of all who are interested in the 
trade between Europe and the East. 


Another very instructive work is Ravlwoays, Steamers, and 
Telegraphs ; by George Todd. (W. and R. Chambers.) This 


book present in a succinct form the history of steam and elec- 
tricity during the past fifty years. Although it is a bare re- 
cord of facts, it is by no means dry, but {on the contrary is 
entertaining. Railways, steamers, and electric telegraphs are 
now daily indispensables, yet half a century ago they were 
scarcely in embryo. 
ment is an interesting and instructive story, and is well told by © 
Mr. Todd. A lively book of travel and adventure is entitled. 
Half Round the Old World ; being some Account of a Tour in 
Russia, the Caucasus, Persia, and Turkey, 1865-66'; by Vis 
count Pollington, M.A. (Moxon and Co.) 
put a girdle half round the world, as light and fleeting as that 
of Ariel, We do not know to what to liken his travel-pictures

except to a series of soap-bubbles, light and bright, which 


burst with the handling and leave no trace behind. A difficult 
journey has been made by Lord Pollington and a friend, a jour- 


ney with some hard, uncomfortable bits in it, but all manfully, 
goodhumouredly and successfully accomplished. Our author 
left London “ on the 14th of July in the year of ‘grace 1865.” 
He went to Petersburg, to Moscow, to Nijni, and down the 
Volga to Astrakhan, then by steamer to Petrovskoi, and so by | 
Telega to Piatigorsk, Tiflis and Julfa, then by horse to Tehran, 
Shiraz, Bushire, by steamer to Baghdad, and by horse again to 
Samsum, aud so to Constantinople, where, on the 12th of April, 
1866, farewell is said to the reader. Lord Pollington’s pages 
are, he tells us, “ an almost exact transcription” of his diary, and 
no doubt faithfully represent his impressions.

Work as It Is, or the Emigrant's Home in Australia, by a Colonist ; The 
North- West Peninsula of Iceland, being the journal of a tour in Iceland in 
the spring and summer of 1862, by C. W. Shepherd; and we must, we 
suppose, include under this head Mrs. Emmeline Lott's work on Egyptian 
life, entitled Nights in the Harem, which, however, is, in reality, but a mere 
catchpenny title to avery poor book. A year ago Mrs. (or Madame) 
Lott produced a singularly indiscreet book, mhich she called ‘* Harem Life 
in Egypt and Constantinople.” She described herself as former governess 
to the Grand Pasha Ibrahim, son of Ismail Pasha, and her volumes were 
designed to ‘‘ show up” the squalor, finery, and immorality of the vice- 
roy’s family. Show that family up they did, in a way which excited a 
certain curiosity on the part of our light-reading public, and hence the 
work had what is called a trade success. A moral success, indeed even a 
litetary success, it could not claim, and we are therefore not surprised to 
find that, although the writer openly cites her previous favour as a reason 
for ber present appearance in print, the new venture is issued from the 
counter ofa different house. Besides these, Mr. Vizetelly relates again the

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RoTrERDAM, APRIL 7. 

After a very tiresome and extended debate the Budget of the War 
Department was carried by the Second Chamber of the States-General by 
54 against 14 votes, and no alterations of much importance were made, 

The discussions upon the financial Budget, short as they were, had no 
interest at all. There were no want of criticisms and observations, to which 
the Minister answered only by promises and declarations of his inability to 
fulfil the demands. His Budget was catried by 44 against 16 votes. Then 
the Budget for the Colonial Department was moved, and, as is always the 
case, a smart debate at once ensued, chiefly caused by the endeavours 
of the Minister to fence the principal question. He urged, on the first 
day of the debate, that the Ground-rent Bill for India was not yet ripe 
for discussion, and that it was necessary for the measurement of the 
grounds in India to be settled officially in consequence of that Bill. 
Strong objections were made against this plan, and, notwithstanding his 
thick and thin supporters, did all they could to favour this plan of the 
Minister, Mr. Trubranen was compelled to promise that the Bill should be 
discussed after the Budget, when the majority of the Chamber should second 
such a proposal. From the debates I gather the following particulars :— 
A Bill regulating the sugar cultivation will be brought before the members 
within a short time on the basis of the regulation of Mr. Fransen van de 
Putte, of 1863, viz., that a portion must be delivered to the State, and that 
the manufacturers may dispose ad libitum of the rest. The telegraph coms 
niunication in Java is to be extended ; a credit being asked for that purpose. 
With regard to the steam packet line between Java and Queensland, it is 
stated that the Government of Queensland is not able to grant a sufficient 
subsidy, and consequently the concession was not granted, notwithstand- 
ing that a credit of 100,000f. has already been approved of. As to thé 
steam packet line between the Netherlands and Java, via the Cape of Good 
Hope, the Minister stated that he skould enter in pourparcers with his 
colleague of the Marine Department. 

About the Scheldt question there is no further news. We are still 
waiting for the official reports of the foreign engineers, the contents o 
which it is said will be favourable to our Government, In the meantihe 
the works for damming up that river will be finished with the shortest 
possible delay ; 1,600 men are busy now at work to effect this. It need 
not be added that public opinion in Belgium is more and more excited 
against us. A few days since a pamphlet was published in Brussels under 
the title—" Guerre a la Hollande, Revision des Traites of 1839, par H. 
Pigneron.” In the most animated words the writer advocates declaring wat 
against the Netherlands, with the view of seizing Limburg and Luxem~ 
burg, as well asa part of Holland lying between the left shore of the 
Scheldt and the Belgian frontiers. What a pity that the police in Brus- 
sels have confiscated this little book. 

The Prince of Orange started on the 28th of March for Paris, in order 
to be present at the opening of the Exhibition. 

The First Chamber of the States-General will meet on the 0th inst. for 
the despatch of business. 

A good deal of sensation has been created here by the report of the 
meeting of some Samarang tradera, published by the Batavian papers. 
It was urged that all should be done that could be on behalf of the im- 
provement of the Samarang harbour by the Government which was pro- 
mised a great number of years since. It was said in the meeting that if 
this object could not be effected by ordinary means the trade ought to 
“claim” it. This word excited the anger of the Dagblad and the 
Jleur of the Conservatives, and even Mr. Wintgehs disapproved of the 
behaviour of the meeting in very strong words. The Dugblad insisted 
that these ‘‘ Mynezleeren” should be expelled at once from the East Indies, 
as an example to those who should dare to promulgate such revolutionary 
plans. The Liberal papers defend these claims; they allege that the im- 
provement of this harbour is a vital question for that town, and they say 
that the trade, after having waited so long in vain, after having paid 
extraordinary taxes for this improvement, must be forgiven for a hastily 
uttered ill-word. 

‘The stormy weather that has prevailed here during the last few weeks 
caused many shipwrecks on our coast, and amongst them appear some 
East Indiamen. So many of the last-named ships have not been lost for 
several years, and in consequence the insurance companies have made 80 
bad a business last year that the principal amongst them can only give a 
dividend of 14 per cent. It is strongly urged in the papers that the pre 
miums should be raised.

RUSSIA, GERMANY, &c. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


Hamopura, APRit 7. 


The Prussian Minister for Foreign Affairs, Count von Bismark, has given 
permission to Baron von Oarldwits, the Prussian Consul at Canton, to 
extend the circle of his consular jurisdiction to 100 Zs from that city, by 
virtue of paragraph four of the law of June 29, 1865, concerning the juris- 
diction of consulates. 

A remittance of 450 dollars has been received at Betlin om ({!uit 
Gaertner, Prussian Vice-consul at Hakodadi, being the amounto 4:t '.« vip- 
tions raised among the German residétits at that port in aid off43 fu‘ids 
for the Victoria National Institution. 


Mr. Consul J. A. Schon, Chairntan of the Hamburg Local Branch Com - 
mittee for the above institution, has received a letter from his Royal Hig h- 
néss the Crown Prince of Prussia, requesting him to thank Hamburg in 
his name for their voluntary contributions, amounting to the handsu'h6 
sum of 45,000 dollars (nearly a fifth part of the whole collection, which is 


252,000 dollars), and appvinting him honorary meniber of the Central 
Board of Management. 


Although we have had delightful spting weather hete for more than a 
month and vegetation is in a very advancad state, the ice in the Gulfo f 
Finland still exists in oné uninterrupted mass from St. Petersburg to the 
meridian of the Islands of Eckholm, a distance of 236 wersts, or 160 
English miles. 


Advices from Nicolayefsk state that daring the navigation season of 
1866 the number of vessels that arrived at that port from foreign coun- 
tries was twenty-five, of which fourteen contained Government stores and 
telegraph apparatus from Hamburg, and eleven brought general cargoes of 
the value of 820,000 roubles, of which 250,000 roubles were wines and 
spirituous liquors. During the same period the goods that arrived overland 
from Russia were valued at 100,000, and from Blagovesseusk corn, cattle, 
and horses for 59,000 roubles. ‘The exports amounted to 63,000 roubles 
to southern ports, and 118,000 roubles upthe Amoor. Goods sent by the 
post are increasing in value very largely every year; thus in 1859 they 
only amounted to 171,355 roubles, whilst in 1866 they had risen to 
1,435,775 roubles. 

The Eastern Coast, & journal Hitherto published at Nicolayefsk, and con- 
taining a good deal of reliable information on that country, has come to 
an untimely end, having closed its short career in December last. Tho 
reason given for its being discontinued is not so much from want of sap- © 
port or absence of news to communicate, as the technical difficulties to be 
overcome ; for it was impossible to find a sufficiency of compositors and 
printers duly versed in the practical knowledge of their calling. 


The Russian official Gazette of the Senate announces that the Minister 
for the Post-office ahd Telegraph Department has greatly improved tho 
postal service in the Ttans-Baikal ptovinces, by establishing two ricw intet- 
mediate stations and removing others, so as more to equalise their length, 
by which arrangement no stage is now longer than thirty wersts. Similar 
alterations are made on the post-road between Irkutzk and Jakutzk. 


Austria has just established Consulates in the British possessions in the 
Far East, and by Imperial decree the following appointments have been 
made:—Mr. J. H. Bandow to be Austrian Consul at Bassein, Mr. Ernst

The report of the Chartered Bank of India, to be presented 
on the'17th, although not so favourable as perhaps the share- 
holders desired, is still a more satisfactory account than could 
have been expected considering the very bad nature of the 
business both in India and China. The heavy losses, which 
have Leen provided for, were incurred chiefly in 1865 and 
the early part of 1866. The following is an extract from the 
report :— 

The directors have to lay before the shareholders the general balance- 
sheet of the bank, made up to the 81st December last, which shows a net 
profit on the operations of the year amounting to £97,028 17s. 10d. This 
result the directors deem satisfactory, considering the long continuance of 
the late crisis, with its depressing inflnence on every branch of Eastern 
business. That crisis not only led to more failures, but seriously prejudiced 
the realisation of the bank's claims on the estates of firms which had pre- 
viously suspended payment, especially those connected with Bombay. 
Under these circumstances the directors, after instituting a fresh careful 
revision of all bad and doubtful debts, calculated up to the present time, 
have considered it their‘duty to write off the sum of £68,832 14s. 8d. from 
profit and loss account, to be met in great part by the earnings of the year, 
but necessitating the further transfer of £10,000 from the reserve fund, 
which now only stands at as much more. The directors believe that the 
crisis in the East is now at an end, and knowing the excellent position of 
the bank, and that its capital is quite intact, have no hesitation in recom- 
mending the shareholders to declare a dividend for the half-year ended on 
the 8ist December last at the rate of 5 percent. per annum, tees of income- 
tax which will leave the sum of £1,134 18s. 9d. to be carried forward. 


The report of the directors of the Agra Bank is to be pre- 
sented at a meeting at the London Tavern on the 16th, and the 
substance of it cannot fail to be highly gratifying to the share- 
holders. It will be remembered that the resuscitated bank only 
opened its doors on the 7th January last ; yet considerable pro- 
gress has already been made towards restoring the establish- 
ment to its former high position. The following is an extract 
from the report :— 


* It will be satisfactory to the shareholders to learn that the resuscitation 
of the bank has throughout India met with the most friendly assurances of 
kind feeling and good will on the part of the general community, both 
European and native; the following extract from a letter from the Cal- 
cutta manager, of date the ]st March, affords the most encouraging and 
substantial evidence that the bank will meet with that support from its 
old constituents which above all will tend to renew confidence and to 
ensure it a future of success and prosperity: ‘I have much pleasure in 
advising that the branch of the bank was opened for business to-day, and 
that a large proportion of the dividend payable was transferred to account 
with the Agra Bank, Limited.’ At all the Indian branches, with the ex- 
ception of Bombay, the old managers have been reappointed, so that the 
bank will have the benefit of the local knowledge and experience which a 
residence and business intercourse of some years have enabled them to 
acquire. With regard to the China branches the liabilities have been so 

uced by sets-off—many of the largest claimants being debtors as well as 
creditors of the bank—as greatly to facilitate an early and satisfactory set- 
tlement of affairs at these establishments, and the n instructions 
have been given for the promotion of that object; but the directors have 
not yet decided upon the advisability of reopening them for future 
business. The Australian branches they have determined upon closing 
rmanently. The amount of liabilities outstanding at all of these 
ches is comparatively small, and there are abundant assets in hand at 
each to discharge them in full. In the future working of the bank the 
object of the directors will be to limit advances to short periods and on 
securities readily negotiable, and to confine their operations to transactions 
of a perfectly sound and legitimate character. They will at the same time 
make it their endeavour tu afford every reasonable and judicious accom- 
modation to the constituents of the bank. Jy acting on these principles, 
and entering into no business of a hazardous or speculative nature, they 
are assured that they will adopt the best means of restoring the bank.to its 
former credit, and placing it upon a foundation which will render it no 
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less useful to commercial interests than a safe and profitable investment to 
its shareholders.” ;

For rails there is moderate inquiry for abroad, but for home 
railways there is little demand. There are more orders for Staffordshire, 
for India and China, but no change in prices. Copper: The letters from 
Chili last month brought advices of charters for large quantities of copper, 
which produced increased dulness in this article in Europe, and prices 
receded in consequence. The accounts received to-day are less unfavour- 
able, as the charters are for 800 tons only, and at higher rates of freight. 
To-day’s prices are :—English tough, 78s. to 80s.; Kapunda, £88; Burra 
and Wallaroo, £84; ores of high produce, 14s. 6d.; Chili bars, £71 10s, 
Tin: The demand for Tin the past month was considerable, and the 
delivery out of stock here of Straits and Banca was much beyond the 
average, reducing the quantity in warehouse to as low a point as it has 
touched for some years. The Dutch Trading Company's half yearly sale 
of Banca and Billiton took place at Amsterdam on the 28th ult., when the 
whole of the Banca was sold at 54 guilders, equal to £95 per ton laid down 
here. This price being much higher than our own price for Straits, would 
indicate that the Amsterdam houses who were the principal buyers have a 
good opinion of the future of this article. The quantity of Banca Tin 
now floating for the Dutch Trading Company is 83,000 slabs. On the 
19th ult. the smelters declared an advance of £2 per ton on English Tin, 
and have since declined orders at less than their full prices. Tin Plates 
are in good demand, but prices are a little easier. At the meeting of the 
trade at Gloucester it was arranged to maintain last quarter's quotations. 
The shipments for March were 92,000 boxes, against 140,000 boxes same 
month last year. By the Board of Trade returns the exports January 
and February were 10,283 tons, in 1867, against 10,993 tons in 1866.
